Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Hybridization conditions: Examiner explained that salt concentration, temperature and time are required for both 
hybridization and wash conditions for enablement, written description and indefiniteness - there is no way to know 
which nucleic acids fall within the scope of the claim or how to isolate the claimed nucleic acids unless those conditions 
are recited. 

Functional language for encoded protein discussed - Examiner will seek guidance to determine if "hypersensitive 
reponse elecitor" or "protein that induces a hypersensitive reponse in a plant" is specific enough to meet written 
description requirement or if what the protein binds to or what reaction it catalyzes must be recited. 
Prior art: It was agreed that if the issues above were resolved satisfactorily, then the prior art rejections would be 
obviated. .
